SHIP SUBSIDY BILL 

Gen. Grosvenor, Chairman of thf 
Committee on Merchant Ma- 
rine and Fiiheries, Reports. 



OTHER NATIONS CARRY OUR 600DS 



Of Almost a Billion Dollars Worth oi 
Exports Only a Small Per Cent Is 
Carried in American Ships. 



For the Carrying of That Trade Wt 
Paid $200,000,000, Which Amount 
Should Have Gone Into the 
Poeketa of Amerieane. 

'tviaahhsgton, Jan. SI.— In his report 
to the house, filed Wednesday, In favor 
of the bin authorizing a commission to 
eenalder th« question of ship subsidy. 
RepreeentatiTO Orosvenor, chairman of 
the oommittee on flMrefcaat marine 
flshcrles. says: 

fWt tetter oon^ree Joatly that we 
are a leadlnc nation In all tlfat makes 
a nation groat; and yet we are a sub- 
servient nation and a helpless nation 
In one of the great factors of national 
wealth and national Independence. 
Other nations carry our products to 
the markets oC the world." 

Oen. Orosvenor says that of almost 
a billion dollars worth of exports to 
BJuropo (luring tho fiscal year 1902 on- 
ly ono and throcQuarters pre cent, 
was carried in American vessels. Of 
nearly 1500.000,000 of Imports during 
that year American ships carried only 
IW.OOn.ono worth. He says that^had it 
not been for the American line subsi- 
dized by postal subsidy the total nf 
our trade with Europe carried under 
the American flag would have exceed- 
ed one-slxth per cent For the carry- 
ing of that trade Oen. Orosrenor saya 
wf- paid $200,000,000. which araotint he 
innintaina should have gone into the 
[lOfUcts of Americans. 

The minority members of the com- 
mittee have designated Representative 
Lucking, of Michigan, to preeent their 
views. These will contain the foUow* 
ing reasons why the bill should not 
pass: 

"Wo arc opposed to congress abdi- 
cating its functions in favor of any 
coormisslon whatever. The history of 
such commissions shows that almost 
invariably their work has been use- 
less and expensive and has come to 
naught. We are utterly opi)c>sed to 
Khip bo\in*)i'.H and lia\(> n'ason to be- 
lieve that the adoption of such a pol- 
icy is the real aim of the bill. We 
are in favor of the rehabilitation of 
our merchant marine by effective 
measures to be enacted at the preeent 
session of congress. 

"Wp favor immediate action by this 
committee in the way of investigation 
and hearings and then the bringing in 
hy this committee ot a bill putting In 
force substantially the system of dis- 
criminating tonnage and import du- 
ties which was enacted by the early 
congresses of tlio United States and 
which resulted in tli<> immediate and 
permanent upbuilding of our mer- 
cliant marine. This system has the 
prestige of successful experience which 
can not be said for any other while 
the s\it)siily plan has been substantial- 
ly a failure Ixith at liutnc* and abroad. 

"The policy of discriminating duties 
was Inaugurated by Jefferson and Mad- 
imat and Monroe and it received the 
endorsement of the republican nation* 
al convention of 1S96, of William Mc- 
Klnley and of William P. "Frye. now 
president of the senate, and may. 
therefore, be Justly dominated non- 
partisan and strictly Amer ican."

OOUNTY OP BECKHAM. 



It Is Te Be Carved Out ef Carter, 
Uwla and Bllietl Cowntiea. 

Frankfort. Jan. 21.— Senate— The 
senate passed the bill creating the new 
county of Beckham, to be carved out 
ot the counties of Carter, Lewis and 
KUlott Both Htm democrats and re> 
pabUcan nominee for the senate 
agreed by a ilve to three vote WMnes- 
day afternoon to report favorably the 
Heflin bill to eliminate the Negro vote 
by enacting the grandfather's clause. 
An amendment waa approved provid- 
ing that after the year 1110 the law 
should apply to both whites and blacks. 
The democratic Joint caucus practical- 
ly settled the school book flght Wed- 
nesday night by adopting all the 
amendments to the Cantrill bill pny 
posed by the canous committee of nine 
tliat haa had the bill nader oonsidera* 
tlon since last week. Nearly all the 
amendments were to correct the ver- 
biage and remove the ambiguity from 
several sentcncea, and all are entirely 
acceptable to Senator Cantrill. 

House— The first bill was the Brad-, 
ley bill, requhing reglstratlen certifi- 
cates to be exhibited at the polls^a 
duplicate of the Farris bill passed on 
Tuesday in the senate, except that it 
requires registration in both fifth and 
sixth class towns. Rogers (rep.) of- 
fered an amendment exempting flfth- 
clasa towns. Bradley defended his bill 
and spoke a^rainst tho amendment, 
saying that the Rogers amendment 
was to offer an opportunity for im- 
porting Negroes. Rogers withdrew his 
amendment, after being assured that 
the blU did not require registration in 
the cduttty. Judge Ouffey (rep.) of- 
fered an amendment to require regis- 
tration througliout tho state. The 
amendment not being in proper form 
it was withdrawn and a motion by 
Guffey to recommit the bill lost. Hen- 
na (rep.) offered amendment to pro 
vide fines and disfranchisement for 20 
years for buying or selling registra- 
tion certificates. The Guffey amend- 
ment was defeated. The Hanna 
amendment was defeated by a strict 
party vote. The bill was then adopted 
by a vote of 70 to 20. 



NKW CAPITOL BUILOINO. 



The Kentucky l-louse of Representa- 
tives Passes the Bill. 



Frankfort Ky., Jan. 21.— When the 
state capital appropriation bill came 
up in the house Wednesday Barton, of 
Pendleton, led the debate favoring it. 
Ulack, of Knox, leader of the republic- 
an minority, spoke for the bill. He 
said the new capitol should be built 
with a statue of Uncola on one side 
and one of Jefferson Davis on the oth- 
er, typifying southern unity. Barton's 
amendment, providing that at least 
four of the five commissioners must 
be present at a meeting when con- 
tracts are let was adopted. The 1)111 
then passed, yeas, 91; nay, 1. Thomp- 
son, oif Bourbon, cast the only negative 
vote. The bill appropriates 11,000,000, 
and makes the state board of sinking 
fund commissioners a board of state 
house conimis.s loners. The passage of 
the bill in the house insures its becom- 
ing a law. and thus settles a contro- 
versy of a century's standing. 

Went Senator Hsnna, Too. 

Frankfort, Ky.. Jan. 21. —The senate 
We(iii('S(lay concurred in the house 
joint rcHoliition inviting Senator Mar- 
cus A. Hanna. of Ohio, to address the 
general Assembly of Kentucky. By a 
previona resolution Senator Gorman, 
oC Maryhwd. haa been invited to ad- 
dresa the legislature. 

Valuable Colt Dead. 
Paris, Ky., Jan. 21.— Clay Bros., of 
Coldstream farm, lost by death a fine 
2-year-oId colt by Sir Dixon out of St 
Veronica. This colt was considered 
one of the best in their stable, ami 
they were preparing to send him east. 
A big price had been offered for him. 

Robbing Cars. 

Jaokson. Ky., Jan. 21.— The Lexing- 
ton * Bastem Railway Co., whose 
road runs from Lexington to Jackson, 
has been annoyed for the last two 

weeks by Breathitt rounty thieves who 
seem to have organized for the pur- 
pose of staaltag from the cars. 

Old Covington Resident Dead. 
Covington. Ky., Jan. 21. — Robert 
Walter, 71; bookkeeper for the Mont- 
gomery Coal Co. for tho past 33 years, 
died suddenly Wednesday night at 
home, 60 East Fifth street. Waller had 
been ailing for some weeks past With 

neuralgia of the heart. 

A Golden Keepsake. 
Lexington, Ky., Jan. SI.— Thirty- 
two years ago Ctirtis Dedman received 

from his father a five-dollar gold piece 
aa a keepsake, and Wednesday the 
coin was introduced in evidence in 
the cfrcuit court during a contested 
win case. 

Sustained a Broken Arm.

The Hepburn Pure Food Bill

THE AMENDMENT STRICKEN OUT. 



Measure Fixes the Standards of Foods 
and Drags aa to Purity. 
Strenffth and Character. 



Secretary ef Agriculture la Authorized 
to Impley ChemletSt Inspectors, 
Gierke and Laberere Per In- 

foreement of the Aet. 

Washington, Jan. 21.— Senate— Mr. 
Patterson Wedneeday completed and 
Mr. Piatt (Ct) began a speech on the 

Panama canal question. Mr. Patter- 
son declared that the president waa 
largely responsible for the revolt in 
Panama, and announced his decided 
preference for the Nicaraguan route. 
Mr. Piatt took this pronouncement for 
Nicaragua as the text for his remarks, 
saying It explained the mystery of the 
otherwise unexplainable opposition on 
the part of the democratic senators ol 
tho Pajiama treaty. 

House — The house passed the Hep- 
burn pure food bUl op a rising vote, 
201 to 68, its opponents being unable 
to secure a roll call on the bill. The 
amendment of inserting the word 
"wilful" with reference to the persons 
who sell adulterated or misbranded 
goods, and which would hare compell- 
ed the government to prove intent to 
violate the law by the venders was 
stricken out on a yea and nay vote in 
the house. Several attempts were 
made to amend tho bill, but no mate 
rial changes were made. The bill fixes 
the standards of foods and drugs as to 
their purity, strength and character 
and defines what ahall be considered 
adulterations or misbranding of foods 
and druKS. It also prohibits inter- 
state 'ommerce, importation and ex- 
portation, of such misbranded or adul 
terated articles. It is proposed to en- 
large the scope at the bureau of chem- 
istry to include the bureau of foods 
and impose upon it the duty of per- 
forming all chemical work for the oth 
er executive department.^. This bu 
reau will be charged with the duty ot 
inspecting food and drug products 
which belong to inter-state or foreign 
commerce. The secretary of agricul- 
ture is given authority to enii)Ioy 
such chemists, insi)ectors, clerks and 
laborers as may i)e necessary for the 
enforcement of the act. One section 
of the bill provides penalties for the 
Introduction of adulterated or mla 
branded foods or drugs and another 
section reqtiires the secretary of agri 
culture to prescrilie rules and reguia- 
tlcms to govern the diri'ctor of t:u» bu 
reau of chemistry and foods in exam 
inatlons of articles required to be in- 
spected under the law. Violations ol 
the law shall be reported by the sec-d 
retary of agrlculturo to the proper dis- 
trict attorney of the I'nitcd States, 
who is to direct the cause, the prch 
ceedings to bo prosecuted without de- 
lay.

WARNINQ ISSUED. 



Cold Wave In the West and Storm an

Washington} Jan. 21. — Cold wave 
warnings have been issued for South 
and -Bast lixah, Northern Arizona, 
Western Colorado, Oklahoma, Indian 
territory, Arkansas and for ijiuiwlana 
and Texas, except on the coast and at 
St Mario, and frost warnings for Cali- 
fornia and Southern Arlsona. Storm 
wamings are displayed on the west 
golf coast 

Heavy Rains In Iowa. 

Keokuk. la, Jan. 21.— The heavy 
rains threaten to cause much damage 
In this vicinity. Reports say that all 
the creeks are swollen and have over- 
flowed their banin and the wagon 
roads are impassable^ affecting the ru- 
ral aail f ootea. 

St. Louis, Jan. 21. — ^A suburban line 

street car running at full si)eoil struck 
a curve at Union boulevard and Iloech- 
er road, throwing Motorman Michael 
Godfrey under the wheels and killing 
him Instantly apd injuring five others. 



STBAMPIPI KXPLODBD. 



A Large Number ef Workmen Were 
Killed and Injured. 

Johnstown, Pa., Jan, 21.- An im- 
mense steampipe directly over the en- 
gine in the boiler rrK)m of No. 2 mill 
of the Cambria Steel Co. exploded 
about 1:80 Thursday morning bring- 
ing down the whole section of roof 
running from the puddling mill to the 
finishing shed of the mill. The wood- 
work at once took fire from the fur- 
naces and at this time is burning 
fiercely. It is known that at least two 
or three men are under the debris and 
•it is not believed that these can be 
rescued In time to save their lives. 

About IT) men have been taken out 
and have been either sent to the hos- 
pital or are lying on improvised cotp 
in offices nearby. It is imposeible at 
preeent to learn the extent ot their in- 
juries, but It is known that several are 
in a critical condition. Added to the 
flro and explosion disaster, a large 
water pipe biu-st and Is fioodlng the 
grounds about tha scene of the acci- 
dent One man oaaght in the debris 
is In plain sight. Mit oaft Bot ba res- 
cued owing to the intetulty ot the 
heat. It is probablp that not one of 
the men penned in can escape death 
either by drowning or fire. The acci- 
dent occurred between a turn and a 
great many men wera seated in the 
min. 

At 2 o'clock the number of dead WtS 
estimated at from 12 to 14 men. The 
Injured will number 2.") or more, many 
of whom are terribly scalded and can 
not live. Two bodies have been re- 
covered. The injured are being hur- 
ried aa rapidly as poeaibla t o hospitals. 

TO ISTABLttH A COLONY. 



Seven Thousand Acres of Land Pur- 
ahaaM Near Moblia, Ala. 

Whahlngton, Jan. 21. — Seven thou- 
sand acres of land, situated in Wash- 
ington county, Alatiama, 35 miles from 

Mobile, on the main line of the South- 
ern railway, has been purchased for 
colonization purposes. The tract will 
be subdivided into small farms and 
sold to alien fmners. The heads of 65 
families already have reached the prop- 
erty and commenced tiie errrtien of 
buildings. Farms will li(> opened up 
at once. The settlers will engage in 
general terming, the growing of fruits 
and vegetables. From reports already 
received, the indications are that fully 
1.000 colonists will settle In Washing- 
ton during the current yesr.

LOSS OF THREE MILLION DOLLARS. 



Product of the Entire Mill For thi 
Past Six MontiiH Destroyed 
Withiu an ilour. 



The Immense Building Pell In With • 
Crash Which Could Be Heard 
Distinctly Por Milse 
Prom the City. 

Shelby. 0., Jan. 21.— The United 
States steel corporation atock sustained 
a 13,000,000 loss by fire Wednesday 

night at the plant of the Shelby Steel 
Tube Co. The Arc started in one ot 
the smaller rooms from a defective 
electric wire and spread to the larger 
stock room, completely destroying all 
of them. The product of the entire 
plant for the past ^ix months was 
destroyed withiu an hour, consisting 
of 800,000 tons, making In all 26,000,- 
060 feet of llnished product and valaed 
at $n.onn.nno. 

Tlie lire broke out at 9 o'clock, and 
at TO oVlock the Immense buildinga 
fell in with a crash, which could be 
heard distinctly for miles from the 
city. Battered and twisted, the fin- 
ished product lies in a heap and is al- 
most a total loss. 'I'nhe work.s ofTnials 
state that a portion can be worked 
over, but it win require the entire 
capacity of the plant and will delay 
the mills on oiner orders. The stork 
consi,'-;teil mostly of locomotive boiior 
flues and other government work of 
various kinds. The fire was confined 
to the stock buildings, which were 
built at an expense of 1 100,000. 

The tubing manufactured liy the 
Shelby plant waa used extensively by 
the government for boiler flues in Unit- 
ed States war vessels. 

The demand ot the government alone 
Is stiflflclent to keep a good-sized plant 
running (ontinuously the year round. 
The riiiicd States government has beeii 
the best customer of the local plant. 
The plant was erseted in 1890. and 
has made gigantic strides forward un- 
til to-day it covers nearly t^n acres of 
ground.

Panama. Jan. 21. — The constitution- 
al convention met Wednesday and ap- 
proved on the first debate a draft of 
a constitution which contalna the fol- 
lowing principal polnta: 

The abolition of buaines.s monopo- 
lies in the republic; the Infliction of 
the death penalty for political crimes; 
the abolition of the army and the es- 
tabliahmeot of an efficient police 
fwce; the fact that tha majority ot 
isthmians are of the Roman Catholic 
faith Is recognized, but church and 
state are separated; all citizens with 
the exception of members of any mili- 
tary body which may he eetabllsbed 
shall have the right to vote; the press 
shall be free; the presldent'a term of 
office shall be four years; there are to 
be two sub-vice presidents, one from 
the liberal and one from the conserva- 
tive party, and they ahall serve for 
two years; the Judiciary is to be electr 
ed by congreaa. 

That part of the draft which refara 
to territorial boundaries delimits the 
canal zone as sixm ificd in the Hay- 
Bunau-Varilla treaty and this is be- 
lieved indirectly to approve the treaty. 

It has been agreed among the mem- 
bera of the convention to approve a 
bill ratifying all the acta of the pro 
visional government; this will do away 
with the necessity of a separate bill 
proposing tlio ratification by the con- 
vention of the act whereby the junta 
ratified the Hay-Bunau VariUa treaty.
